cepts down to earth where they 
can be readily u nderstood by 
the intelligent lay man. 
Of cou rse, all scholars cou ld 
not become popu larizers withou t 
seriou sly cu rbing the adv ance- 
fent of science. 
The time fac­ 
tor alone wou ld mak e it u nwise 
for ev ery research specialist to 
k eep a weather ey e on general 
pu blic opinion.

gests th at there is need for the 
work of the scholar who pos­ 
sesses the literary sk ill req u isite 
to the spread of u p-to-date in­ 
formation u pon scientific trends 
and k indred matters.

They estimated on the basis 
of Ju ne 1 conditions th at this 
y ear’s y ield wou ld total between 
825.000.000 and 850,000,000 bu ­ 
shels, compared with 626,461,000 
bu shels last y ear. 
The 9 41,67 4,000-bu shel y ield of 
1931 was the last to reach su ch 
proportions. 
Althou gh stem ru st has been 
noticed in the wheat fields of 
Kansas and Nebrask a, the ex ­ 
perts said “the infection is not 
sev ere as y et.” 
Any m aterial 
damage to the winter crop will 
be limited to late wheat, they 
added.

When 
names are disclosed, the indi­ 
v idu als are ex pected to be called 
for testimony . 
The committee, composed of 
six senators and six representa­ 
tiv es, will be appointed as soon 
as President Roosev elt signs the 
resolu tion for the inq u iry .

was approv ed by the senate late 
y esterday . 
Chairman Dou gh ton (D., N. C.)

committee was ex pected to head 
the inv estigators. 
W ith preparations for the in­ 
q u iry well u nder way , the hou se 
took u p today the proposed ex ­ 
tension of three-cent letter post­ 
age and “nu isance” tax es which 
bring in more than $500,000,000 
a y ear.
